PRIVATE  WARDS 

15  Beds  are  provided  for  persons  who  are  able  to  pay  the  Fees  for 
Maintenance,  in  addition  to  Medical  Fees.  The  Rates  include  accom¬ 
modation,  food,  Nursing,  Dressings  and  Medicines,  but  the  use  of  the 
Operating  Theatre,  special  Nurses  and  special  Treatments  ordered  by  the 
Patient’s  Medical  Attendant,  are  additional  charges. 

Patients  may  be  under  the  care  of  any  registered  Physician  or 
Surgeon,  whether  attached  to  the  Willesden  General  Hospital  Staff  or  not. 
The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Patient  is  entirely  responsible  for  the 
treatment  of  the  Patient  in  the  Private  Wards. 


Patients  arrange  with  their  Physician  or  Surgeon,  the  Fees  to  be 
paid  for  treatment  or  operation,  and  the  Fee  for  the  Anaesthetist ;  such 
sums  are  paid  direct  by  the  Patient.

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FIFTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL 
REPORT— 1946 

The  Report  for  1946  records  a  year  of  steady  accomplish¬ 
ment  and  three  important  features  ;  firstly,  the  enactment  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Bill  into  law  on  November  6th, 
1946  ;  secondly,  the  amazing  resiliency  of  voluntary  contribu¬ 
tions  in  face  of  almost  hopeless  discouragement ;  and  thirdly, 
a  decline  from  a  sound  to  an  unsound  financial  position,  caused 
entirely  by  the  steep  rise  in  costs,  particularly  labour. 

1.  Services. 

The  Statistical  Tables  reveal  a  further  increase  of  work. 
New  In-Patients  rose  from  1,953  to  2,012  and  Out-Patient 
attendances  from  82,221  to  85,561.  Only  15  beds  are  now 
reserved  for  the  Emergency  Hospital  Service  and,  in  con¬ 
sequence,  practically  the  whole  of  the  services  were  devoted 
to  the  treatment  of  civilian  patients. 

2.  Finance. 

Contrary  to  expectations,  voluntary  contributions  were 
maintained  on  a  generous  basis  and  produced  £40,915 — an 
increase  of  £577.  In  addition,  the  Endowment  Fund  was 
augmented  by  a  substantial  gift  of  £1,000  from  the  J.  H. 
Turner  Memorial  Fund,  to  commemorate  the  memory  and 
services  given  by  the  late  J.  H.  Turner  to  the  Road  Transport 
Industry. 

Unfortunately  the  Government’s  policy  of  higher  wages 
and  shorter  hours  of  work  resulted  in  an  enormous  all-round 
rise  in  expenditure  by  £9,177  to  £48,756  and,  as  a  result,  the 
deficit  on  the  year  was  £7,841.  The  cost  per  In-Patient  per  week 
has  risen  from  £6  Is.  8d.  to  £7  11s.  6d.  and,  as  there  are  no 
signs  that  the  inflationary  trend  is  being  arrested,  costs  will  be 
substantially  higher  still  for  1947.  The  present  and  future 
implications  of  this  process,  which  the  Management  is  powerless 
to  arrest,  except  by  reducing  or  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the 
services,  is  gravely  disturbing. 

3.  Buildings  and  Equipment. 

Improvements  effected  during  the  year,  include  the 
provision  of  a  Basal  Metabolism  apparatus  ;  wash-basins  for 
Eifoot  and  Furness  Ward  bathrooms  ;  a  new  Wireless ;  new 
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easy  chairs  for  all  Wards  ;  Hot-closets  for  the  Kitchen  and 
Nurses’  Home  ;  enlargement  of  the  Registration  Office  and  the 
provision  of  nesting  chairs  for  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Orders  have  been  placed  for  converting  the  former  Cleansing 
Station  at  the  Rehabilitation  Centre  into  an  Occupational 
Therapy  Unit  and  for  additional  X-Ray  apparatus  and  new 
Food  Trolleys. 

4.  Honorary  Staff. 

Post-War  re-organisation  and  effluxion  of  time,  resulted  in

Mean¬ 
while,  the  Council  of  Management  has  decided  on  a  policy  of 
maintaining  the  Hospital’s  services  at  the  highest  level  of 
efficiency  and  to  continue  to  invite  voluntary  gifts  for  both 
capital  and  revenue  purposes.  As  there  are  as  yet  no  signs 
that  the  present  inflationary  trend  is  being  retarded,  there  never 
has  been  a  greater  need  for  generous  contributions  and  we 
appeal  to  all  friends  not  to  be  discouraged  by  uncertainty  or 
doubts,  but  to  continue  to  help  in  every  possible  way. 

Negotiations  for  taking  over  St.  Monica’s  Hospital  have 
reached  an  advanced  stage  and,  when  complete,  will  provide 
both  much-needed  additional  accommodation  and  a  further 
substantial  increase  in  expenditure.
